16 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
17 MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read asfollows:

4 unitsin the Executive, Judicial, and Legidative Branches of State government,

5 including any unit with an independent personnel system.

6 (b) Military administrative leave may be provided to an employee subject to
7 this section who:

10 (o) (1) An employee who is digible to receive military administrative leave

11 under thissection is entitled to leave in an amount sufficient to compensate the

12 employee, during each pay period for which the employeeis digible to receive military
13 administrative leave under this section, for the difference between the employee's

14 active duty base salary paid by the federa government and the employe€'s State base
15 salary or direct wages.

25 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, that this Act shall take effect
26 July 1, 2003. It shall remain effective for aperiod of [1 year] 2 YEARS and, at the end
27 of [June 30, 2004,] JUNE 30, 2005, with no further action required by the General

28 Assembly, this Act shall be abrogated and of no further force and effect.
